THE REAR GUARD. 


Another Interesting Portion of 
the Famous *‘Log”’ Published. 


Maj. Barttelot Compels a Native 
to Dig His Own Grave. 


Mr. Stanley Gives the Details ef Seme of 
Barttelet’s Acts of Cruelty—Horrors ef 
Africa—A Woman Kune Her Five Chil- 
dren and Commits Suicide—Bleedy Cen- 
flict Between Church People at Bistritz— 
Six Persons Killed and Sixteen Injured— 
Franee’s New Tariff 8cheme—A Monster 
Protest—Italy and Turkey—Labor Legis- 
lation in Engiand—Fereign News. 


LONDOK, Nov. 18.—The Times this morning 
publishes another portion of the log of the 
rear guard of the Stanley expedition. The 
record shows that the natives continued to 
desert and on June 24 Barttelot started to see 
Tippoo Tib about the matter, leaving Bonny 
im command. Before his departure Barttelot 
deprived the Zanzibaris of their rifies and em- 
powered Bonny to punish any attempt at 
mutiny with death. He also instructed Bonny 
to band the command overto Jameson when 
the latter arrived. Jameson assumed the 
command on June 30. The remainder of the 
log to July 21 is merely a daily record of the 
various stages of their progress to Unaria, 
ending with Jameson's receiving a letter 
from Bonny announcing Barttelot’s death 
and urging Jameson tojoin him (Bonny) as 
quickly as possibile at Unaria. 


Barttelot’s Cruelties. 


New York, Nov. 18.—The Sun says: In an 
interview with Mr. Henry M. Stanley, a Sun 
reporter, after examining the diary kept by 
Mr. Stanley during his lest trip through 
Africa and being told of the acts of cruelty 
recorded in the leg book, asked: 

‘*Were there no other erueltles or unusual 
treatment of the natives besides those in the 
log book?’’ 

‘*Certainly there were, Mr. Stanley re- 
plied. There was a Soudanese who had of- 
fended Maj. Barttelot in some way, who was 
made fast to across;a hole was dug in the 
ground before him; the man was shot and 
was then stuck Into the hole, dead downward, 
and the hole filled in, but his feet were left 
sticking abovethe ground, and so he re- 
mained, Atanother timeaman whom the 
Major had condemned to death was com- 
pelled to dig his own grave; was forced to 
step into it, and the earth was filled lu around 
him while he was still alive, leaving merely 
his head and neck above ground, and the 
Major stamped the earth down ali around 
him, and left him there for some time, tell- 
ing him, That is where you will sleep to- 
morrow.’’

‘*Certainly, they are muscular, well built 
and boast of great physical agility, but they 
have bad itso forced into their nature that 
they are responsible to a chief or a leader that 
they obey commands and submit to ill-treat- 
ment without a mur mur. 


Big Guns for Canada. 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Nov. 17.—The mill- 
tary authorities here bave been advised thata 
powertul gun has been shipped on board the 
steamer Gothenburg City, now expected at 
this port from London, and preparations are 
being made for its reception. In addition to 
the one on the Gothenburg City, three other 
guns are to follow atan early date. The guns 
are all very powerful. The one which is now 
on the way is said to be twice the sige of the 
largest on this side ot the ocean. On the ar- 
rival of the steamer the gun will be landed at 
the ordnance wharf by means ofa high der- 
rick. It will then be placed on a lighter and 
lowered to the island where the lighter will 
be beached and the gun removed. The car- 
riage for this gun is a monster slide and car- 
riage combined, weighing over twenty tons. 
The recent naval maneuvers in this harbor 
demonstrated that the most improved and 
powerful guns should be piaced atthe south- 
ern end of McNabb’s Island and the work that 
is now going on is on the strength of recom- 
mendations made as theresultof the maneu- 
vers. 


France’s New Tariff Scheme. 


PARIS, Nov. 18 — The new tariff scheme, in 
favor of which the Chamber of Deputies bas 
decided, is explained as follows: It provides 
for minimum and maximum duties, which 
means two tariffe—a general tariff, which may 
be raised to afixed maximum inthe case of 
nations imposing differential or manifest 
exaggerated duty on French goods, and a 
mimmum tariff representing a limit of con- 
cessions which can be made by each 
industry. The general tariff? will not 
have the character of an exception- 
al measure against any particular 
State, whike the minimum tariff will apply to 
countries giving co-relative advantages, not 
imposing differential duties and not having 
duties so hizh as to be an insurmountable ob- 
stacle to French exports. The complaints of 
the linen and hemp ‘Spinners and weavers 
have been met by a return to the tariff of 1861, 
which was taken away by the treaties. The 
demands of the cotton industry have also been 
met by an increase of tariff rates. In woolens 
only a few items are increased and silks 
being considered, owing tothe perfection of 
French manufacture, to be able to take care 
of themselves, receive very slight protec- 
tion. Mostraw materials, as before stated, 
are admitted free andcoal at a very small 
duty. 


Provincial Tribunals in Russia. 


Loyrpor, Nov. 18.—S8tudents of statecraft 
are observing with much interest the progress 
of the Ozar’s novel experimentin the estab- 
lishment of provincial tribunals composed of 
the nobility, with very extensive authority,as 
courts of original jurisdiction and appeal 
from the viliage tribunais. For centuries, in- 
deed long before Peter the Great, the policy 
of the Czars has been to break down the 
nobility as an obstacle to their 
own autocracy and the nobility has 
of late been pretty well subdued. Now 
the Czar is taking stepsto partly restore the 
powers wrested from them. Thenew tribu- 
nals, so far as their methods are known, have 
begun in an arbitrary way, and show con- 
tempt forthe ancient authority of the village 

time xeviving the | 
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use of knout, whieb has been legally prohib- 
ited in Russia for a number of years. How far 
the new system will avail to shield the throne 
of the Romanoffs remains te be seen. It has 
progressed far enough to atleast show that 
one ot its principal effects, whether 80 in- 
tended or not, will de to utterly deprive the 
peasants of the benefit of lecal judicial funo- 
tions of the beloved village commune, or 
„Mir.“ 


Uprear is the French Chamber. 


PARIS, Nov. 18.—During the debate on the 
Budget in the Chamber of Deputies to-day, 
Laur asked leave to question the 
Government as to what it pro- 
posed to do to prevent the 
drain of gold from France forthe benefit of 
foreign markets. M. Rouvier, the Minister of 
Finance, declined to discuss the question, 
whereupon M. Laur made a violent attack on 
the Finance Minister, accusing him 
of using his official position 
toenrich himself by speculation, A rest 
uproar followed and the President of the 
Chamber twice called M. Laur to order. The 
latter became greatly excited and endeavored 
to continue his haramgue, but was finally 
compelled to desist. 


A Desperate Conflict. 


VIENNA, Nov. 18.—A fight occurred on Sun- 
day at Bistritz, Transylvania, between the 
oppesing members of one of the churches 
there. The treuble originated in the op- 
position of the Saxon members of 
the church to a newly appointed 
Roumanian pastor. On Sunday when the new 
minister attempted to enter the church he 
was prevented from doing so by the Saxons. 
The supporters of the pastor came to his aid 
and tried to force their way into the church 
anda desperate confilot ensued. When the 
battle was ended it was found that six persons 
had been killed and sixteen injured. 


English Cotto Spinners. 


Lonpow, Nov. 18.—English cotton opera- 
tives are demanding that they shall not be sub- 
jected to the competition of operatives 
working long hours for small wages in the 
cotton mills of India, and agitation is on foot 
to shorten the hours of labor in that country. 
Cotton manufacture in Iadia is rapidly grow- 
ing, and that country will soon bea formida- 
ble rival ln the field of competities. Spinners 
complain, also, of the extent to which 
American cotton las saturated in order to in- 
crease the weight, one buyer claiming an 
allowance for seventy pounds of moisture ina 
500- pound bale. 


Twe French Duels. 


Paris, Nov. 18.—M. Ephressi, the well 
known race horse owner, recently became in- 
volved in a quarrel with M. Treville, a jour- 
nalist, which resulted in the sending of a 
challenge to fight a duel. The fight took 
place to-day and M. Treville was slightly 
wounded. Adnel was also fought to-day by 
M. Laguerre, a member of the Chamber of 
Deputies, and a journalist named Lesinne, in 
which M. Laguerre received a slight wound. 


The German Coal Miners. 


BERLIN, Nov. 18.—The coal miners of Rhine 
Provinces, Westphalia and Silesia, are medi- 
tating a concurrent strike to enforee their 
long standing demands@for sborter hours of 
labor, fewer vexatious fines and penalties 
and better pay. Their organization, which 
has been progressing for 4 iong time, is now 
perfected, and they fee! confident of their 
ability to force the mine owners to make rea- 
sonable concessions. 


Labor Legislation in England. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—It is stated that the pros- 
pects for some legislation on the eight-hour 
question atthe coming session are brighter 
than they were sometime ago, owing tothe 
aiscovery that quite a number of Tories have 
become convinced that such a bill, applying 
to the heavier trades, would be a measure of 
justice. It is therefore probable that a bill 
embodying this partial application of the 
principie will be introduced, with a fair 
chance of passage. 


They Must Hang. 


OTTAWA, O ntario, Nov. 18.—The Government 
in council nas decided that the law must take 
its course in the case of Blanchard, a Boston 
sailor, who shot a man named Calkins in 
Stanistead County, Quebec, and was sen- 
tenced at Sherbroke to be hanged on Dec. 12. 
Reni La Montague, for the murder of his 
brother-in-law, will be hanged at the seme 
place on Dec. 19. 


Deck-Owners’ Combine Fails. 


Lonpon, Nov. 18.—The combination o 
dock-owners in South Wales, which. was 
expected to bring all shipping facilities in 
that section under a joint control and to 
greatly enhance the profits of the dock- 
owners, bas fallen through, owing, it is sur- 
mised, to a failure to agree upon the respect- 
ive shares of earnings allotable to each of the 
parties in interest. 


Italy’s Assurance to Turkey. 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—Italy has assured Turkey 
that she bas not entertained any designs upon 
Tripoli, such as would have justified the re- 
enforcement which the Porte has made of the 
Tripolitan garrisons. It is believed that the 
sending of additional troops was instigated 
by France, who is morbidly suspicious of 
Italian intrigues for the extension of influence 
im Northern Africa. 


The Serpent Disaster. 

Loxpon, Nov. 18.—Lord George Hamilton, 
in a speech at Bedford yesterday, paid a high 
tribute to the courage of the captain and crew 
of the lost cruiser Serpent. He spoke of the 
disaster as the price which England must pay 
for her supremacy on the seas. The widows 
and orphans of the crews will be pensioned. 


A Monster Protest. 2 
Sr. PETERSBURG, Nov. 18.—There will short- 
ly be published in this city a monster protest 
against the persecution of. the Hebrews. The 
protest bears the signature of all the famous 
literary and professional men ef Russia, with 
that ef Count Toisto! at the head of the list. 


A Terrible Tragedy. 

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—A terrible tragedy bas 
just come to light in the town of Thann, 
Alsace. A woman residing there,fearing that 
she and her family would starve to death, cus 
the tbroats of her five childrem and then 
killed herself.

The New Messiah Craze Among 
the Indians Causing Alarm. 


Citizens of Mandan, N. D., Organ- 
ize for Protection. 


The Sioux Having Their Messiah Dance— 
Military Watching Every Mevement ef 
the Indianus—The Dancers Trying te In- 
duce the Withdrawal of Indians Frem 
the Scheels and Have Them Attend the 
Dances—Maj. McLaughlin, Agent at 
Standing Keck, Loses Control of His 
Charges—Sitting Bull’s Defiance and 
Threats—Lieut. Robertsen’s Report te 
Gen. Miles—Preparaticons to Suppress 
Any Outbreak—Uareliability ef Rumers., 


SULLY, 8. D., Nov. 18.—The Sloux Indians 
are now having their Messiah dance at Creal- 
rees Camp on the Moreaa River and at Humps 
Camp on the Big Cheyenne River. Both 
places are in the Cheyenne River Agency, 8. 
D. There are two companies of infantry 
near Big Foot’s Camp. The cavairy has been 
withdrawn to Fort Meade. The infantry com- 
panies at Forts Sully and Bennet are closely 
watching every movement made by the In- 
dians, and are ready to move ata moment’s 
notice. Until spring no outbreak is expected. 
The dancers are trying to induce the 
parents ofthe Indian children at the schools 
to withdraw them and have them attend the 
dances. Troops may be required to protect 
these children and this movement is provided 
for. The Indians on the Brule Reservation 


have ceased dancing of their own accord. At 
Pine Ridge, Rosebud and standing Rock Res- 
ervations they continue to have their Messiah 
dances. Gen Ruger has visited ail the posts 
and reservations and given entire direction to 

ost commanders so that all may act in 

armony. Red tape will not be required in 
case of necessity. 


Lost Control of the Indians. 


BisM ARCK, N. D., Nov. 18.—Maj. McLaugh- 
Im, the agent at Standina Rock, admits that 
for the first time he has lost control of the In- 
dians and can do nothing whatever with 


them. Sitting Bull, aday or two o, very 
coolly told the agent that he and his braves 
bad no use for him and the whites and would 
shortiy wipe them out entirely. 9 


Citizens Organize for Pretection. 


BISMARCK, N. D., Nov. 18.—A dispatch from 
Mandan says thatthe citizens held a meeting 
last night and organized for protection 
against the Sioux Indians. A telegram was 


sent to Gov. Miller asking for arms and ammu- 
nition and he has given instructions to the 
Adjutant-General to use his discretion. A 
dispatch was also received from the Sheriff of 
Morton County, stating that the Government 
could not or would not protect the settiers in 
this part of the country against the depreda- 
tions which the Indians of Standing Kock 
agency are committing and calling on the 
Governor for troops.

Lieut. Robertsen’s Report. 


CuHIcaGo, III., Nov. 18.—Gen. Miles has re- 
celved the report of Lieut. F. C. Robertson, 
who was detailed to investigate the new relig- 
lous craze among the Indians of the Chey- 
enne Agency. Lieut. Robertson states in his 
report that on his arrival at the agency he 
placed himself in communication at once 
with Porcupine, the apostie of the new 
religion, and Big Beaver, who accompanied 
the apostie on his visit to the 


new Messiah at Walker Lake, Nevada, last 
year. Porcupine told the entire story of the 
new Messiab, and Big Beaver corroborated 
the detalls. He told Lieut. Robertson that the 
sixteen tribes represented at the Walker Lake 
meeting last year inciuded the Cheyennes, 
Sioux, Arapahoes, Gros Ventres, Utes, Nava- 
joes, Sheep Eater Bannocks and some other 
tribes, the names of which he had forgotten. 
He says that he first heard of this new 
Christ atthe Arapahoe (Sheshone) Agency, 
Wyo., where he and twelve other Cheyennes 
wont on a visit last fall. An Arapahoe Indian 
named Sage, who had been in the Southwest- 
ern country in 88, told him that there wasa 
new Christ arisen forthe Indians, to)d where 
he could be found and explained his doctrine 
to them. Sage’s story related, Porcupine 
says, tothe man he himself afterwards saw 
near Walker Lake. Porcupine goes on to sa 
that he and the other Chegennes were muc 
Interested and determined te see this Messiah, 
but as all could not go so far nine of the Chey- 
ennes were sent back tothe Tongue River 
Reservation to sell the people what they had 
heard. Porcupine and the other Cheyennes 
wenton. Whenthey got to Utah they re- 
ceived large accessionsto their caravan, In- 
dians joining them im groups at differeat 
oints en route, so thst when the final meet- 
ng took place at Walker Lake to hear the 
Obrist speak there were as near as Porcupine 
could estimate several hundred present, 
including women and children. 


PORCUPINE EXPLAINS. 

When asked why the Indians had made the 
new creed a basis for neglecting their crops, 
indulging in demoralizing dances and even in 
Gisorder, Porcupine said that it was not the 
fault of the Messiah. He said that the Indians 
who had gone to hear this new Christ with 
him had gene hoping to hear him preach 
some incendiary doctrine, and they were die- 
appointed at bearing that the new creed re- 
quired them to simply work and behave 
themselves; that oe known by their peo- 
ple to have visited this new Messiah, they 
concluded on their return home not to relate 
strictly what this man had told them, but to 
put into his mouth doctrines more agreeable 
to the Indians. These men, said Porcupine, 
are all liars, and they are responsibie for any 
trouble that occurs, not the new Messiah. 
The above comprises all the additional tafor- 
mation gatbered from Porcupine himself. It 
may be added that he claims the ability, in 
case of trouble about this new belief on any 
rese m, to put a stop to it if calied on te

J. B: MeCormick, who edits a building pa- 
per and takes an active part in politics,is loud 
in his aenunciation of the Democratic City 
Committee and the Democratic bosses gener- 
ally because of the nomination of Alonzé O. 
Church for the Legislature in the Third Dis- 
trict. Mr. Ohurch, it will be remembered, 
was piacedon theticket afterthe adjourn- 
ment of the Legislative Convention to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the refusal of Judge 
Wm. C. Jones to make the race. McCormick 
has since claimed that he was entitled to the 
place, and was defeated by unfair methods.

Speaking to-day on the 
subject of Mr. Church’s nomination as a 
legisiative candidate he ascribed his defeat 
to Ohairman C. C. Maffite of the 
State Committee and Chairman Carlisle of the 
City Committee. He openly charges that he 
was defeated by means that were not fair, 


He said: 
M’CORMICK'S SIDE OF IT. 


I metice in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH 
that Mr. Alonzo C. Church“ in- 
jured innocence is brought out 
very promiuently in connection 


with his removal from the Chairmanship of 
the Ninth District Democratic Congressional 
Committee and the attempt to remove him 
from the tickét in the Third Legislative Die- 
trict, all of which is attributed to the Ad- 
ministration’s hand.“ On the latter 
score I wish to offer some explana- 
tion and correct some wrong impressions.

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MANSFIELD AS “BEAU BRUMMELL.” 


A Performance Full of surpassing Merit at 
the Grand—Amusements. 


The initial performance of Beau Brum- 
meli“ at the Grand Opera-bouse last evening 
resembled a high soeiety function. The 
audience was fair in number and fairer in 
appearance. The stage and auditorium were 
in harmony to a large extent, and lovely 
gowns of the dawn of the century 
were contrasted with the exquisite tollettes 
of its close. The glass of fashion was held up 
to two eras. Doubtless the character of at- 
traction—as representing the beau ideal of 


the Georgian era and its surroundings, in 
which fancy and artificial elegance ran riot— 
had much to do with tue character of the 
audience, but, aside from this, Mr. Richard 
Mansfield has reason to congratulate himself 
upon the rau he bas won in public estima- 
tion. His audience of last evening was the 
choicest that St. Louis can furnish. 

But the performance resembled a high so- 
ciety function in another respect; it was al- 
most as wearisomeas it was beautiful. It is 
hardly fair to call it an e:egant bore, although 
the atmosphere was charged before the last 
tall ot the curtain with the suppressed yawn 
of the formal reception, Dut the sense of wea- 
riness was distinct. Thisis perhaps an un- 
gracious thing to say of a production of such 
surpassing merit in some respects as 
that presented b Ar. Mansfield. 
The production is an interesting study 
ofan interesting period. It presents a pict- 
ure of Beau Brummell and the.customs, dress 
and people of his time which seem wonder- 
fully accurate. The characterof Brummell 
himself is drawn with a skHl and artistic 
fidelity which easily makes it a dramatic 
creation of commanding excellence. The 
character stands out asaliving form finely 
limned, elaborately and delicately dnished. 
Every detail is supplied with a skill which 
makes it a part of the picture. 

But the play le a pure drama of manners and 
the central object of it is to show in every as- 
pect, todraw faithfully without the absence 
of a line the conceit, vanities, personal pocu- 
liarities ofan ineufferabie prig and — 4 
whose priggishness isso intense that one is 
surprised that a little unselfishness should be 
found mixed with it. The very pathos of the 
partconsists inthe triumph of this conceit 
over circumstances andin devotion to the 
frivolties, wanities and trivial incidents of 
life which is as tzublime in tIotenaity as 
it is contemptible in character. The 
last scenes and death of Beau Brummell were 
the apotheosis of false pride and personal 
vanity in which there was one touch of no- 
bility, one act of self-sacrifice and affection 
which in a measure redeemed the character 
by showing the man under the dandy’s crust. 
One of the charms of the Manefield conception 
of Brummell is undoubtediy the touch of 
genuine manliness and self-sacrifice 
which lilumines his frivolous life. 
It is a bit of inspiration to flash into 
such a character a ray of fine feeling and un- 
selfishness. The greater his faults and vanities 
the greaterthe essential nobility of the act of 
Surrendering a wife and a fortune which 
carried with them everything which made lite 
worth living, no matter how low the ambition 
for life may have been. 

It is somewhat ofa difficult task to present 
such a character acceptably. It ie more difii- 
cult to draw it elaborately with infinite pains 
and with wealth of detail in such a manner as 
to hold the attention of an audience. The 
stateliness of the movement, the priggishness 
of the chief character, the thorough develop- 
ment of purely personal elemente and the 
method of the author combined to give slow 
ness and lack of bright comedy entertainment 
to the performance. The play suffered from 
what is called taikiness, and the last two acts 
in which the deciine of the Beau was shown, 
were a great strain upon the 
powers of an actor. That the interest was 
maintained as much as it was may be put 
down as evidence of the remearkabie skill of 
Mansfield. With less merit in the ‘‘Brum- 
meill’’ a performanee which was a revelation 
in character work and a charming study of 
man and manners would have been unbear- 
abie. 

It is impossible to give all the bright points 
in the performance. The finishing touches 
which the Beau gave to his toilette were given 
with dainty skill, the cooiness, calm 
Impurtability and invariable polite- 
ness of the Beau were pictured 
admirably. The last scenes were finely real- 
istic and the preservation of thé manners of 
the man of the world in the ragsof a pauper 
was perfect. The part was finely conceived 
and perfectly sustained. 

Next to Mr. Manefield im accentuation of 
character and delicacy of expression must be 
placed the work of W. J. Ferguson as Mor- 
timer. Mr. Ferguson's success was limited 
only by his opportunities. Miss Beatrice 
Cameron supplied the sweetness and light, 
the genuine dit of gentle and true sentiment 
and fine nature in the mass of affecta- 
tions and artificialities of the scenes, and 
she did it with intelligence and skill. 
Miss Adela Measer was only fairly successful 
asthe vain and frivolous Mrs. St. Aubyn and 
Mrs.Julia Bretone was acceptable dramatical- 
ly as the Duchess of Léamington. The shadow 
of Sheridan was satisfactorily taken by A. G. 
Andrews. H. R. Lonsdale as Lord anley 
substituted a street drunk for a drawing-room 
load. Vincent Steraroyd gave a winning per- 
formance of Reginald Courtney, and iss 
Ethel Sprague showed talent not yet capable 
of fuli expression as Kathleene 

The performance altogetber was admirable, 
and the production rich and attractive. The 
spiritand manner of the times were revived.

SPANISH-AMERICA. 


Congress to Be Memorialized to Assist in the 
Matter—A Line ef American Steamers a 
Necesaity—Mr. John 8. McGinniss on the 
Commercial Iaterests of Argentine and 
Brazii—Tihie Securities of Baring Bros. 
First-Class. 


The St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange adopted 
the following address to the House of Repre- 
sentatives and copies of it are being malled 
to-day te the commercial exchanges of other 
cities for their adoption: 

The undersigned Boards of Trade and com- 
mercial organizations of the United States 
would respectfully represent that the interests 
of the whole country, the great agricultural 
districts of the West and Soutb, as well as the 
great manufacturing centers of the North aod 
East, demand that every avenue should be 
opened whereby new markets can be secured 
for the products of the factory and farm. 

We have noted with much satisfaction the 
movements made by Congress inthis direc- 
tion during the past year by legislation look- 
ing towards an increase of reciprocal trade 
with the Central and South American States, 
and to provide ocean mail service between 
this country and foreign ports. 

We believe the establishment of an Ameri- 
can ocean mall service will be the means of 
increas pg largely our trade relations 
with tall parts of the world, and 
restoring an industry which 


give employment and prosperity to avery 
large number of our people; bDutthat the 
great advantage which will be derived will be 
in increasing our trade relations with Latin 
America. r 

We believe the time is opportune for inau- 
gurating closer commercial relations with our 
neighbors of the Western Hemisphere, 
and that to accomplish this 
sult it is imperative tat 
should be granted by the General Govern- 
ment for the establishment of ocean mail 
service. It ie understood that the Govern- 
ments of some of the Central and South 
American States have signified their willing- 
ness to joinin granting substantial aid to es- 
tablish steamship lines between their coun- 
tries and ours. 

The bill passed by the Senate of the United 
Stated (sec. 8739) to provide for ocean 
mall service between the United States and 
foreign ports and to promote commerce, we 
believe to be wise legislation and that it will, 
if it becomes a law, inure tothe benefit of all 
classes of our people. 

Said vill (sec. 3739) was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Post-offices and Post-roads, and 
reported back to the House by the Chairman, 
Mr. Bingham, in a most exhaustive report, 
showing the importance of prompt action and 
the benefits to accrue to American indystries 
by the re-establishment of an American 
marine. 

The undersigned most respectfully but 
earnestly call upon the Honorable the 
Speaker, the Committee on Rules and the 
early 
action as will permit consideration and a vote 
being taken upon this most important 
measure. 

We sincerely and honestly believe that the 
passage of said bill and the necessary ex- 
penditure of money which will be required to 
give its provisions effect under the contracts 
authorized to be made by the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral will meet with the hearty approval of 
the business men of the entire country, be- 
cause itis a necessary partof a business un- 
dertaking to increase legitimately our trade 
relations with other countries, in American 
ships owned and sailed by American citizens. 


South American Progress.

Ds. KOCH’S DISCOVERY. 


Perhaps no discovery in science, of mod- 
ern times at least, has created greater in- 
terest than that which Dr. Kock of Berlin 
claims to have made in regard to, the 
nature and proper method of treating 
tuberculosis, the most dreaded form of 
which is consumption. 

The medical fraternity, and scientific 
men in general, are looking eagerly for 
more light on the subject, while hope is 
revived in the breasts of a vast army of 
human sufferers who have been without 
hope. To scientific men the important 
point is the alleged discovery of a success- 
ful method of treating the disease upon 
the theory that it is bacterial in charac- 
ter, and the mass of men and women hail 
the promise of relief as an inestimable 
blessing. 

Dr. Kocu does not claim to be able to 
cure every case of tuberculosis, but mere- 
ly that he has discovered a lymph which 
when injected properly has proved 
efficacious in some cases, The cautious- 
ness with which he puts forward’ the re- 
sults of his experiments and his frank 
avowal that further experiments are 
nevessary to discover the true value of his 
discovery inspire confidence in his claims.

A BOLD DEFIANCE. 

Mr. GOULD’s movement to McKinleyize 
the tariffs of the railways west of Chicago 
and St. Louis by means of a renewal of 
the “Presidents’ agreement,” which lasted 
such a short time after its adoption some 
eighteen months ago, is attended with 
some very bold demonstrations, consider- 
ing the formidable growth of the Farmers’ 
Alliance vote and of the general opposi- 
tion to tariff raising in the recent election 
returns. 

Mr. GOULD, in a letter toa New York 
paper, figures out that the Presidents“ 
agreement,” if it had been kept, wouid 
have made for 100,000 owners of watered 
stocks $22,400,000 more of income, and 
made the rest of the American people, 
Western producers particularly, that 
much poorer by this time. How much of 
this increase would have gone to swell 
Mr. GOULD’s income, how much to the 
coffers of a few other big stock manipu- 
lators, and how little to the pockets of the 
rest of the 100,000, who innocently bought 
at second-hand and paid for small blocks 
of the watered stock, he does not say; nor 
does he attempt to show what right they 
had to collect $22,400,000 more for the rail- 
road service rendered west of St. Louls 
and Chicago. He thinks only of the prac- 
tical ways and means of getting the 
money. , 

In this connection it is announced that 
the present management of the Union 
Pacific was the chief obstacle to his plan 
of forming a great tariff-raising combina- 
tion for the bénefit of watered stocks, and 
that his purchase of Union Pacific securi- 
ties during the recent depression will 
enable him toreinstate the old Sidney Dil- 
lon Credit Mobilier-Gould management. 

Now the net earnings of the Union Pa- 
cific in the last seven years, according to 
„Poor's Manual, foot up a total of $74,- 
426,400. Its own report for the year 
ending last June shows net earn- 
ings amounting to $9,521,368. It has been 
buying and building branches at 
a rapid rate, and paying  divi- 
dends on over $60,000,000 of stock 
which is 98 per cent pure water. Its 
ability todo all this at cut rates seems to 
be a conclusive argument against the jus- 
tice of the higher tariff which it is to up- 
hold under the reinstated Gould manage- 
ment. 

The history of that management is not 
forgotten, and it is a little bold in Mr. 
GOULD at this particular time to threaten 
the country with a repetition of it ona 
magnified scale, in connection with a 
great combination for railway tariff rais- 
ing throughout the West. If the Western 
farmers should all get mad and join the 
Alliance, the foreclosure of the Govern- 
ment’s Pacific Railroad mortgages is not 
the only measure that might be adopted 
to unload the water with which the trans- 
portation of Western commerce is now so 
heavily burdened.

DUBLIN, Nov. 18.—The Dor of the Free- 
man’s Journal makes the following statement:

Parnell bas not the remotest intention of 
abandoning, either permanentiy or tem- 
porarily, his position or his duties as leader 
of the Irish Parllamentary party. This may 
beimplicitiy acogpted as Mr. Parnell’s firm 
resolution, and perhaps by learning it in time 
the Piggottist press may be spared the 
humiliation of indulging in a prolonged 
outburst of useless villification. In arriving 
at thie determination I need not say that Mr. 
Parnell is actuated exclusively by his sense of 
his responsibility to the Irish people, by 
whose suffrage he holds his public position 
and who alone have the power or the 
right to influence his public action. The wild, 
unscrupuious and insincere shrieking of the 
Piggottists on the piatforms and in the press

ABSURD GABBLE.

LONDON, Nov. 18.—It is rumored here that 
Mr. Parpell has definitely decided to retire 
irom the leadership of the rien party, and 
that as soon as the law permits be will be 
married to the divorced wife of Capt. O'Shea. 
If Mr. Parnell abandons the leadership it is 
understood that bis successor will enjoy the 
benefit of his contiguous advice.

PARNELL AND O’SHEA. 


Why the Captain Is Antagonistic te the 
Irish Leader. 


Capt. O'Shea is the only son of a well-known 
Dublin lawyer and is now exactly 50 years 
old. He is a man of excellent education. The 
fret vellege he attended was the well-known 
Catholic one of Oscott, near Birmingham, 
England, after leaving which he was sent to 
Trinity College, in bis native city. He was

AT ONCE AND FORBVER. 

When finally Parnell's prison doors opened 
the intimacy between thetwo became closer 
thanever. O’Shea, although he had abaa- 
doped Shaw and voted to sustain the politi- 
cal leadership of Parnell, was not trusted by 
the members of the Parliamentary party. 
Even his own constituents in Clare distrusted 
him, and when they finally set him aside Par- 
nell used his powerful influence and suc- 
ceeded in forcing bim upon another Irish son- 
stituency. That is now conceded to have 
been one of the greatest blunders made by 
Mr. Parnell. No man is perhaps better in- 
formed on the subject of the relations between 
Farnell and O’Shea, past and present, than 
Mr. T. P. O’Connor. 

The story of Mr. Parnell's relation to the 
O'Shea family,’’ said Mr. O'Connor in a re- 
cent newspaper letter, au inmate of whose 
house he bas been for quite a number of 
years, has been variously told. One version 
has declared that Mr. Parneli’s fondness for 
the wife of Capt. O’Shea was the one romance 
of his life,while almost in the same lines that 
the writer made that assertion, the best of in- 
tentions and the most charitable, kindly and 
generous of motives were attributed to the 
owner of Avondale. The big mistake that he 
made, and one which bie enemies may now 
use against him, was his action in forcing 
O’Shea, who had been already rejected by 
Clare, on a neighboring constituency. r. 
Timothy Healy and other prominent Nation- 
alists were then disposed to antagonize the 
Captain’s caadidacy in the most vigorous 
fashion; but a word from Mr. Parnell sufficed 
to still their opposition, and the result was 
that the represéntative whom the Clare voters 
had re I- was sent to Westminster as 
the choice of another Irish constituency. His 
demeanor at London in this capacity does not 
seem to have attracted any especial notice, 
and people had almost cou. mepced to forget 
him until this last action on his part again 
brought bie name into prominence in the 
public prints.’’ 

The suit bas been generally regarded by 
every one to be a purely political move. 
O’Shea’s original petition charged adultery 
against Parnell at various places since 1886. 
He next asked the courts to amend it so as to 
extend the charges back to 1886. In 1886 O’ Shea 
went over to Uhamberiain on the home-rule 
question and he has virtually been su pported 
since by that party asa weapon against Par- 
nell. Mr. Parnell, in speaking on the case 
some months ago, said that if the case should 
ever be investigated his friends need have no 
fear that his honor weuld be tarnished or that 
the Irish cause would Le compromised. 

O'Shea has been Pernell's bitterest enemy 
for years and was a witness against him in his 
sult against the London Times. 


NO EVIDENCE OF POISON, 


The Post-Mortem en the Bedy of Vina Hud- 
sem To-Day. 


The post-mortem examination made this 
morning by Dr. Charies A. Frank on the bedy 
of the colored woman, Vina Hudson, de- 
veloped that death had resulted from an at- 
tack of urm@mia. No evidences of poison 
were found. On receipt of this information 
Annie Crabley was released from the 
holdover, where she had been 
held on suspicion. The deceased was 


a married woman, 32 years old and lived at 
305 Valentine street. On last Sunday afternoon 
ber relatives asked Officers MoBride and 
McKeon that she be sentto the hospital. Ac- 
cordingly the woman Was removed to the City 
Dispensary where afters hasty examination 
at the bands of Dr. Jordan, she was forwaraed 
to the Female Hospital. There she died Sun- 
day night. It was then developed 
that before her removal from her 
bome Mrs. Hudson had asserted that she 
believed another colored woman named Fan- 
nie Crabley bad given her poison a few days 
before while they were drinking beer to- 
xether. This morning Officers Tebeau and 
Fiannagan arrested Fannie Crabley, who has 
at all times asserted that she knows nothing 
whatever of the case. An inquest will be heid 
this afternoon.

They also said that 
Hili’s first wiie, now in the 
spirit land needed money to 
buy new clothing, etc. Hill from time to 
time furnished money, which was placed on a 
Bible ia the presence of the Browns. During 
the night the money would disappear and 
Hill believed it went to the spiritiand. While 
on the witness stand Hill told how the spirits 
instructed him and wife to do these things. 
They also heard railroad trains running in 
heaven and heard saw-miilis peti | out lum- 
ber with which to build heavenly cities.

Spreading Their Ideasin the Ceke Begiens 
of Pennsylvania, 


SCOTTDALB, Pa., Nov. 18,—The Socialists of 
the coke regions beld adelegate meeting at 
Everson yesterday. Elghty delegates were 
present, representing the eighteen societies 
of the coke region.

THE FEDERAL COURT. 


Judge Thayer Dispeses eof a Number of 
Cases—Harris’ Hard Lot. 


J. 8. Richert of Oregon County, a tie oan 
| tractor indicted for buying ties cut by a home 
steader from land the title of which was still | 
in the Government, was heard in his own 
behalt by Judge Thayer la the United States 
District Court this morning and a verdict of 
not guilty entered. Mr. Richert claimed he 
did not know when he bought the ties that 


they had been out from Government land. 

Something like a year ago F. W. Clarke, 
a Chicago man who had circulated an obscene 
pamphlet, was tried in the United States Dis- 
trict Court for NA this pamphlet through 
the mall. His son W. Clarke, who had 
acted as his St. Louis agent, was indicted 
jointly with him but the causes were severed. 
The trial was hotiy contested, but 
resulted in a verdict of guilt and 
a Ane of $350 with costs wee imposed. This 
morning the ease azainst the son Was called 
up. Ajury was called. The District Attorney 
dismissed all but four counts of the indict- 
ment. Mr. Clarke’s attorney said they ad- 
mitted the facts to be as charged in the 
remaining counts and Judge Thayer ordered 
the jury to return 4 verdictof guilty. He 
assessed the punishment ata fine of $50 and 
costs. Clarke was not present in court. 

In the case against the elder Clarke Judge 
Thayer gave an instruction on what con- 
stituted lewd, lascivious, obscene and inde- 
cent publications that has become famous and 
which has been adopted all over the country. 

The case of Wm. Grimm, a photograoher, 
charged with advertising obscere photo- 
graphs through the mails, may be submitted 
to Judge Thayeron an agreed statement of 
facts. The attorneys are endeavoring to come 
to an agreement. It they do not it will be 
tried on next Tuesday. 

Mrs. Sarah Sadier of Illinois, who, after her 
third marriage obtained a pension asthe un- 
married widow of her first husband, who was 
killed during the war, and Henry M. Hartline, 
her accomplice tn this fraud upon the Govern- 
ment, were arraigned this morning and 
pleaded not guilty. 4 will be tried on next 

onday. Hartline has been in jail ever since 
his arrest. The District-Attorney told the 
court he wished to have him released if it was 
thought wise that he might prepare for trial. 
Hartiise owns a farm in Stoddard County, 
where bis family livé. He has no other prop- 
erty. The court was strongly in favor of 
taking his persona) recognizance bus learn- 
ing that Sarah Sadier’s busband, who is a 
neigbbor of Hartline’s, was in court he called 
him up and asked if he would be willing to = 
on Hartiine’s bond. Sadler said no, andt 
Judge ordered Hertline taken back to jail. 

HARRIS’ HARD LOT. 

George W. Harris, the Railway Postal clerk 
convicted yesterday of rebbing the mall, and 
sentenced to eighteen months lu the psniten- 
tiary, will be taken to Jefferson City 
by Deputy Marshal Walter Nall on “Fri- 
Gay. Afterhis sentence yesterday afternoon 
he was taken to the Marshal's office, where 
be had a long interview with bis mother and 
fatber. His mother is heartbroken over the 
sentence. The total amount obtained by bim 
from the registered packages he stole was 
$465. With means furnished by bis father he 
has restored all ofthis money save $85, and 
has that sum ready for the rightful 
owner. As the theft ef shis sum was 
the first offense, in fact the 
Arst breach of duty after thirteen years’ con- 
tinuous service in the postal service, and as 
hie character bad previously been excellent 
Mre. Harris believed that only a fine would be 
imposed, The sentence to the Penitentiary 
was a severe biowtoher. It was some hours 
before she could be quieted. Harris’ wife, 
fortunately for all concerned, remained at 
her home in Vincennes. He was taken to jail 
last night very much broken down, more be- 
cause of his mother’s suffering than of his 
own condition. His term began to run yes- 
terday, and for good behavior he will be 
given a commutation of one-fourth the term. 
An effort will be made by his parents and 
friends te secure a pardon. 

THE MILLER MEMORIAL. 

Late yesterday afternoon District Attorney 
Reynolds presented in the United States Cir- 
cult Court the memorial of the bar on the 
death of Justice Samuel F. Miller. There 
were in court besides Mr. Reynelds four other 
attorneys. Judge Treat sat on the bench 
with Judge Thayer, and the latter 
asked Judge Treat to make the response to 
the memorial. The older Judge had known 
Justice Miller nearly all of his official life, 
and he spoke of bim eloquentiy. He had not 
expected to say anything, but was not un- 
prepared. No one in the court- room had ex- 
pected more thau the most formal expression, 
andthe firstofthe Judge’s eulogium fell on 
deaf ears. The little group woke 
up. however, as he progressed and his final 
sentences were given the attention they de- 
served. Thecourt stenographer wore up too 
when it was too late and caught only the last 
hundred words. To-day a stenographer went 
out to Judge Treat’s house by Judge Thayer's 
direction to secure if possible the speech that 
was lost. If it is obtained it will be put upon 
the record of the court with the memorial.

A Heavy Failure Causes Stocks on 
Wall Street to Fall. 


Predictions of a Firmer Market and Goed 
Prices in Lenden Cause a Strong Open- 
ing—Unexpected Failure of Gallaudet & 
Ce.—The Londen Market Leses Strength 
~—Sharp Fall in Prices en Wall Street— 
Great Striegency in Fisancial Circles 
and Rapid Advance in Interest Rates— 
The Effect on Commercial Firms—Anxi- 
ety Ameng Brokers. 


New Yorx, Nov. 18. 
HE situation in finan- 
cial circles showed a 
decided improvement 
this morning, and the 
stock market was 
comparatively quiet. 
The money market 
was casier, and this is 
considered as the 
main reason for the 
change. Those who 
suppose that the 
panic was caused by 
any general distrust 
of the railroad securi- 
ties that have been the 
chief sufferers are 
mistaken, and it is 
+ admitted on all sides 
hat the outlook at present is much better 
than it was six or even three months ago. 
THE STRINGENCY RELIEVED. 

The trouble has been that there have been a 
great many more stocks thrown upon the 
market than the brokers were prepared for, 
and that money has been very tight. Never 
in the history of Wall street bas the 
market so closely followed London 
as. during the last two weeks, 
and the embarrassment of Baring Bros. 
had fully as much if not more effect in New 
York than in Kugland. An immense amount 
of Americad stockholders dumped on the 
market in consequence of the _ failure, 
and the market was thereby kept 
‘down. To-day private telegrams were 
‘received from London stating that it 
had been decided by the bankers and brokers 
not to attempt to realize on any amount of 
American securities. When it was Known 
that there would be no fiood of 
stocks from England, the market 

as strengthened and inereased con- 

dence was given by the statements 
made by bankers that steps had been taken to 
relieve the financial stringency. Every effort 
has been made to relieve the pressure on the 
money market, and the commercial classes 
are beginning to feel the stringency very 
severely. 

. THE BANK POLICY. 

Borrowers have been intormed that their 
motes could not be renewed, and that they 
must pay in full as soon as their obligations 
pecame due. Those who had negotiated 
loans on stock collateral have found them- 
selves in a position*to set this notification 
at nought, as the policy of the 
Danke bas been to continue loans 


rather than sell stock collaterals, but the 
makers of ordinary commercial paper have 
been obliged to meet their notes, often at 
great inconvenience, and a number of the 
eswaller firms dave been very seriously em- 
barraseed.As aresult a process of dunning for 
rivate accounts is in progress such as New 
fork has seldom if ever seen. It appears 
tnat the reliet to the stock brokers has 
been the cause of great embarrassment te 
almost all other classes of the community. 
OPENING PRICES.

THE GALLAUDET FAILURE. 

The firm was composed of Peter M. Gal- 
laudet and Henry Fitch. They assigned to C. 
Elliot Minor. ‘The preferences are to Marga- 
ret K. Galiaudet, $40,000, and to Frazer & 
Minor, their attorpeys, $6,000. The firm made 
ite assignmentat 5 o'clock yesterday aiter- 
noon to C. Elliot Minor, who early this morn- 
ing took immediate charge of its affairs. To 
a reporter of the United Press Mr. Minor said: 
**This suspension ef e house is due to the 

eneral depreciation the values of col- 

aterals, which bas gone so far that when 
loans to the firm were called, they could not 
be met, although the firm bave what in or- 
dinary times would be amply sufficient re- 
sources for borrowing money. From a cur- 
sory examination of the ürm's books, it ap- 
ears to me that their liabliities will amount 
abeut $900,000 or perhaps more.

There were a number 
of rumors that one of the most important 
banks in the street was compelled to obtain 
assistance to a large amount. This rumor 
was circulated in connection with the fact 
that the Loan Committee of the clearing bouse 
had refused to give any information régarding 
the nuraber of certificates loaned to the banks 
yesterday. This action of the committee 
Causea much unfavorable comment on the 
street. The apprehension caused by 
these rumors were increased when 
it became known that many loans 
were called in by the bank. The rumors 
also caused some tightening of money. Sev- 
eral millions of call loans were ordered in by 
tue Delaware & Hudson Canal Co. At noon 
money was tight, with no offers, and 6per 
cent bid. The stock market became com- 
paratively dull after II o’clock, even the 
leading active stocks subsiding into quſetude, 
while the firm tone which had marked the 
early trading entirely disappeared and frac- 
tional losses were scored over the entire list, 
the weak stocks of the first 
hour showin material losses from the 

best prices. ckawanna at 129 was down 2, 
while Loulsville & Nashville lost 142, Burling- 
ton 1%, and Rock Island and St. Pauli each 1M. 
Distiliers & Cattle Feeders was the only 
strong stock ou thelist and at 40 it was up

noon was rather quiet, but still heavy to weak 
at the lowest prices of the morning. 

The stock market during the forenoon was 
stillas irreguiarand unsettied both here and 
in London as it was yesterday.

As trading progressed it was evident that 
the efforts to suetaim the market would prove 
abortive. Newsfrom England was far less 
favorable than it had been earlier in the day, 
the prices of all American stocks rapidiy 
declining. This market followed the lead of 
London and there was a retreat all along 
the line. The bulis struggied bard to keep up 
prices, Dut the money market was too tight, 
interest rates rose to 20 per cent, and prices 
generally sagged, at lo’ clock being from u to 
2% points lower tham those of lastnight. ‘The 
greatest declines were in Lackawanna, L. & 
N., Burlington, Rock Isiand and St. Paul.

CLOSING PRICES. 

In the stock market after 12 o’clock the 
liquidation assumed larger proportions, and 
with a marked increase in the amount of 
business done, material losses were sustained 
in all the leading stocks. ‘ihe features 
of the dealings were Jersey Central and Pa- 
cific Mall, each of which had been extremely 
dull during the forenoon. They became sud- 
denly very active after 12 o’clock an 
Jersey Central was knocked down 
to 90 from 100 last evening and 
Pacific Mall to 282 aguinet 33% last night. The 
latter recovered about 2 per cent but Jersey 
remained at ite lowest fvure. 

The rest of the list suffered severely in a 
short dive and Missouri Pacific dropped 2 per 
cent trom its lowest price of the 
forenoon; Richmond & West Point preferred, 
2%; Wheeling & Lake Erie preferred, 1%; 
Union Pacific, 1%; St. Paul, Western Union 
and Louisville & Nashville each 1%: Atch- 
ison and New England each 1 
per cent, and others fractional 
amounts, but everything reached lower 
prices than at any previoustime of the day. 
There was n° recovery of note, and some 
stocks toward 2 p. m. reached still lower fig- 
ures.

Uncertainties in Dealings on the New Yerk

no stimulating effect on prices. London is, 
undoubtedly, badly crippled and wil! not be 
able for a long time to resume buying here to 
an appreciable extent.

PROF. KOCH’s DISCOVERY. 


New York Physicians Going te Germany to 
Study It. 


New Tonk, Nov. 18.—Dr. H. P. Loomis, 
visiting physician to Bellevue Hospital and 
Protessor of Pathology in the Medical Depart- 
ment of the University of thecity of New 


York, will sail to-day for Berlin. He goes as 
the accredited representative of Bellevue and 
the New York Hespitals to investigate per- 
sonally Dr. Koch’s discovery forthe cure ot 
consumption in its incipient stages and to se- 
cure some of the German physician’s lymph. 
In a letter of introduction addressed to 
Dr. Koch, President Livingston of the 
New York Hospital, says that that institution 
has a department especially set apart 
for the study of bacteriology, and that a ward 
is to be set aside which will be devoted exciu- 
sively to testing Dr. Koch’s method of troat- 
ment. Dr. Loomis will carry a letter from 
Belleville hospital. Dr. Loomis said

**I decided only yesterday to go to Berlin 
and see for myself just what this wonderful 
cure is.

„Imagine a dark corridor, (feet 6 inches 
wide, thronged by a motley assemblage of 
men and women, and in a small adjacent 
ante - room thirty persons coughing in a close 
atmosphere, anxiously awaiting their turn 
for examination and treatment. One patient, 
who appeared to be in an advanced stage of 
the disease, had to be carried into the con- 
sulting-room. In this room there were 
three assistants at work by a little table; 
a patient seated in chair, un- 
dressed and undergoing examination and 
three other patients partially unnressed and 
awaiting theirturn. Dr. Cornelin the mean- 
time made his way through the throng, call- 
ing the impatient, and seeing that every one 
took his or her proper place. A workingman 
who seemed to be suffering greatiy, pleade 
that he was the fatherof four children and 
asked that his case might be taken without 
delay. He was told that he would be admitted 
as soon a8 a vacancy occyrred. Similar 
answers were given to others who were im- 
portunate. The stream of applications for 
treatment has grown into a perfect ayal- 
anche. 

The writer, in conclusion, says that the 
municipal autborities oughtto immediately 
erect temporary hospitais for the treatment of 
patients with tuberculosis.

THE MYSTERY THROWN AROUND “HARRY” 
DALWAY’S DEATH BY FRIENDS. 


Peculiar Cenduct of Twe Men Who Cross- 
Questioned a Carondelet Saloon-Keeper 
Into a Pasic—A Wound on the Head 
investigated—A Queer Story. 


Day before yesterday **Harry’’ Dalway, a 
barkeeper, died at the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital. Around his death, owing to the 
strange conduct of two men who appear to 
have been acting, presumably, as Dalway’s 
friends, there has been thrown an air 
of peculiar mystery for which it is hard 
to find any reasonable expianation, but which 
has nevertheless resulted in stiring up quite 
a sensation in the little circle where Dalway 
was known, and will probably end by being 
placed in the hands of the police for solution. 

Before going to the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital to die, Harry Dalway had been employed 
at the saloon of Chas. Lohmann, 6801 South 
Broadway, asa bartender. Previous to that 
time he had worked in the same capacity for 


Mr. Natban 8. Frankel, proprietor of Druid’s 
Hall, corner of Nintbh and Market streets. 
Mr. Lohmann and Mr. Frankel are brothers- 
in-law, and Dalway went to work with the 
former on ommetbndation of the latter. H 
only worked in Oarondelet, however, for & 
week or 80. 


STRUCK HIS HEAD. 

One day, according to bis employer’s story, 
Dalway fell down stairs while Sringing up two 
buckets of coal from the cellar, and received 
quite an ugly cut over the left eye. The cut 
was not considered dangerous, but shortly 
afterward the man was taken iil and left Mr. 
Lobmann’s an eer. saying that he was going 
to the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, 3901 Sonth 
Broadway, for treatment He had 
suffered four years from cirrhosis, or liver 
complaint,and had been a patient at the same 
hospital only a month before going to work in 
Carondelet. Mr. Lohmann, thinking Daiway 
was attacked by the same disease again, 
thought no more of him after the man’s de- 
parture for Carondelet, supposing that he 
hed gone direct to the hospital as stated. 
Dalway was brought to his notice again in a 
decidediy startling way, and one which 
murked the beginning of the mystery that 
now bangs over the case. 

TWO MYSTERIOUS STRANGERS. 

One day last week two unknown men called 
at Lohbmann’s piace in Carondelet and began 
making inquiries about the sick man’s Injur- 
les received by the fall while in Lohmann’s 
employ. Their questioning was conducted 
with such an air of mystery that Loh- 
mann became absorbed and finally asked the 
strangers what on earth they were driving at. 
Then the men told the startled Lohmann the 
following story: They said that after leaving 
Carondelet, Dalway had come to St. Louis, 
and told them that he had been brutally 
beaten by Lobmann in Carondelet, and was 
golng to the hospital for treatment. The 
men said further that Dalaway was then 
im a precarious condition at the hospital, 
and thatthe wound in his head was large 
enough fora whisky glass to be putin, and 
that the man’s brains could be seen in the 
wound. Thestrangers hinted that Lohmann 
was likely to be suspected of having killed 
Dal way, should the latter die, as was ex 
tremely probabie, and that further- 
more, the injured man nad told 
a story, bringing In Frankel, Lob- 
mann’s brother-in-law, the offect that 
Frankel had also been at work on the sick 
man,and had induced him to makea will 
1 Frankel a certain benefit membersbip 
in the St. Louls Freibund for oa. They also 
said that Dalway was then delirious at the 
hospital, and was threatening to kill Loh- 
mann and then make away with himself. 
Altogether the story told by the two stran- 
gers was of 80 startling * nature 
that Lohmann became thoroughly frightened 
and set aboot investigating He first took the 
man to see Dr. Reber, who had treated Dall- 
way in Carondelet. Dr. Reber told the 
stranger that the wound in Dalwky’s hand 
had not seemed of a serious nature, and that 
it had appeared to have been caused by such 
an accident as described by Lohmann, be- 
cauze the edges of the wound had 
been found filled with coal-dust. The stran- 
gers, after some further mystifying talk, then 
disappeared ind have not been seen since. 
They gave wo names, and Lohmann only 
knows that one of them was called George by 
his companion. The latter is described as 
being tall, with a black mystache and looking 
like a lawyer. 

DENIES THE STORY. 

Fearful that some accident might nave bap- 
pened to Dalway after having left his piace in 
Carondelet, Mr. Lohmann then went to the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital and saw the 
wounded man. To his surprise no such awful 
wound was found upon Dalway’s head, and 
Daiway himself informally denied having told 
the men any such story asthat told by them 
to Lohmann. He said that they 
had been him about 
his wound said they 
were going to Carondeletto investigate. Dai- 
way urged them not to, but it seems that they | 
did so pevertheless, much to Mr. Lohmann’s 
consternation. The sick man then grew: 
steadily worse, and, as stated, died day before, 
yesterday, the hospital records stating that 
pneumonia was the cause of death. 

A rumor of the strange conduct of the two 
men andthe mystery surrounding the case 
reached a Post-DISPaTCH reporter this morn- 
ing, and Mr. Lohmann was at once seen and 
asked forastatement. After telling the story 
=e = as above, Mr, Lohmann said ſur- 
ther:

HIS EMPLOYER’S STORY. 

**I have Known Dalway forthe past twenty 
years. Ifirst made bis acquaintance at the 
old Flanters“ Hguse, when he wasa porter 
there. About nine years ago he was employed 
by me as bar-tenderat my saloon at Druid’s 
Hall, Ninth and Market streets. After 1 left 
my brother-in-law, N. 8. Frankel, conducted 
the saloon and kept Dalway in his employ. 
Dalway was taken sick with the jaundice 
about five months ago, and was sent to the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. Here he re- 
mained until afew days before Fair week. I 
conducted a saloon in the Fair Grounds 
during Fair week. During my absence 
from my saloon itn Carondelet, Dal- 
way took charge of my business 
in the South End. Here he took to drinking 
and drank pretty hard. I told himto desiat, 
as he was not well enough to stand liquor. 
Alter the Fair was over l still kept Henry in 
my employ. He complained quite fre- 
qguentiy of feeling sick, but would not 
give up aad go home. His 
mind at times seemed to be deranged. 
He would often goto his teom and lay down 
on account of feeling so bad. 

Now about his being hit on the head; the 
injury was due to a fall and not to a thump or 
with a biunt instrnment, as some people 
have tried to make the public believe. 
On Friday, Oct.: 17, Herry went down the 
cellar to geta bucket of coal. He filled the 
bucket and carried it up tothe saloon, He 
went down again to get another bucket, and 
as be was — up the stairs he fell 
backward down the steps, a distance of 
almost ten feet, and struck his head 
against the wall cutting a severe wound on 
the head. forehead and under the eve. I 
heard Henry fall, and rushing down the stairs 
saw the prostrated form of the man lying in 
a heap at the foot of the stairs, I called John 
Ebbling down to nay me oarry the 
man up-stairs. Dr. L. 8. Reber was sum- 
moned immediately and dressed the wounds, 
which be pronounced as not dangerous. Sat- 
urday, Oct. 18, the day following the acci- 
dent, Henry deciced to go back to the city. 1 
paid him off, and after a friendly adieu, 
with myself, John Ebbling and Pete 
Reichter, he boarded a street car 
for the city. Three weeks ago I learned he 
was at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, suffer- 
ing with dropsy. I called to see him and 
bought him a pair of slippers. I called quite 
frequently at the hospital to see him. Sunday 
at iz o’clock, noon, Henry died from the ef- 
fects of dropsy.’’ 

AT DRUID’S HALL. : 

The story of the visitof the two strangers 
was told by Lobmann fully as already given. 
At Druid’s Hall, Irwin Frankel, brother of 
Nathan S. Frankel, the proprietor, said it 
was true that Dalway had left his brother, 
the proprietor of Druid’s Hall, the $700, bein 
the amount ot his membership in the loc 
Treibund, and that it was done 
because bis brother had paid money for 
Dalway's expense at the hospital, when be 
had been sick for along time with liver com- 
plaint. Dalway was a hard drinker, and 
youne Frankel sald © two men who had 
been stirring up the troible with Lohman nad 
been drinking companions of the dead man. 
Mr. Frankel could give no reason for their 
strange conduct. 

At the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital the state- 
ment was made thatthe wound on Dalway’s 
head was not at all serious, and had no effect 
on the illness which bad caused his death. 

Dalway’s funeral takes place to. day and his 
former mare. Lohman, states that he will 
attend. The deceased about 32 
age, and unmarried.

IN TERROR OF THIEVES. 


AUDACIOUS WORK OF ROBBERS IN SOME 
PARTS OF THE CITY. 


Mra. Worrell of Chouteau Avenue Leses Her 
Diamonds While Giving Instructions 
About Oilnser— John Schmidt's Grecery 
Rebbed—Franklin Avenue Residents Pe- 
tition for Mere Pelice, 


| Between 5:15 and 5:30 o’clock yésterday 
evening, asneak thief madea splendid haul 
at the residence of Mrs. Worrell. 1620 Chouteau 
avenue. A few minutes after 5o0’clock Mrs. 
Worrell left her room onthe second-story 
front and wentintothe kitchen to give some 
instructions in regard tothe preparation of 
dinner. She was gone but twen- 
ty minutes, AB she started up 
the stairs her foot struck a small band satchel 
which lay on one of the steps. Picking it up 
she recognized the receptacle as one ln which 
she always kept her diamonds. Running to 
her room she soon had her fears confirmed. 
Jewelry to the amount of more than $700 had 
been taken. This property had been placed 
inthe satchel and laid away ou a shelf ina 
closet in the front room. 

It consisted of a pair of solitaire ear-rings, 
valued at $250; a diamond brooch with dia- 
mond cross attached, valued at $150, and a 
pair of bracelets, one set with three large 
diamonds andthe other ornamented with a 
snake’s head, studded with gems, both 
valued at $300. The jewelry was presented to 
Mrs. Worrell by her father and brother. The 
thief undoubtedly watched his opportunity 
and entered through the front door, which 


wae not locked. Itis probable that he knew 
exactly where the valuables was kept as notb- 
ing else in the room was disturbed. The head- 
quarters detectives are working on the case. 


Robbed the Cash Drawer. 


A pane of glass was broken from a side 
window at John Schmidt's grocery store, 
northwest corner of Eighth and 
Morgan streets, some time last night, 


and the thieves secured about $4.50 in small 
change which had been left in the cash regis- 
ter. This morning Officers Gaffney and 
O’Brien of the Third District arrested Dave 
Morris and Charles Buford, both colored, and 
locked them up on suspicion. The prisoners 
were seen hanging about the store last night. 
Both are well-known characters. 


A Keen-Eyed Burglar. 


A rather neat burglary occurred on Frank- 
lin avenue last week and the police have suc- 
cessfully kept it from the public up to date. 
Gustave Biston, the grocer, on the south- 


west corner of Eighth street and Franklin 
avenue, doesa very fair business, and when 
he closed the store late Saturday night he 
counted up about $590 in cash, mostiy bills. 
It has been his custom for some time, not 
having a sa in the store, to hide 
uny large sum money among the goods on 
the shelves. He seleeted one place and for 
some time has been using it solely, He fre- 
quently referred to the bundle when unable to 
make change from the cash drawer 
and on numerous occasions replaced 
it in the presence of customers 
in the store. Last week he placed the pack- 
age containing nearly $300 in the accustomed 
hiding place, closed the store securely and 
went home. During the night a burglar 
pried open the coal-hole lid in the side- 
walk on Franklin avenue, dropped down 
into the cellarand pulled the lid down after 
him. He found the cellar door leading up 
into the store and pried itopen. Without 
delay he found the secret corner wherein 
was ‘hidden the treasure, and putting it 
in his pocket, quietly stole away. 
The thief was undoubtedly a keen-eved cus- 
tomer who had seen Mr. Biston place the 
money in hiding on one or more occasions 
and knew just where to lookforit. He took 
nothing else, Mr. Biston said, not even a 
ginger snap. 


Petition for Police. 


The merchants doing business on Franklin 
avenue, between Twenty-second and Twenty- 
fourth streets, have suffered at the bands of 
the hoodiams inthe neighborhood until they 
are determined to submit no longer without 
protest. They do not charge the police with 
negligence or inefficiency because they are 
not protected, but they do charge that the 


force of police in the vicinity isso small that 
it isincapable of defending them, and while 
they are endeavoring to secure resent 
safety by measures adopted immediately they 
are also looking to future and permanent se- 
curity, and to obtain that they have prepared 
a petition askingforan increase of the police 
force.

We, the undersigned merchants doing busi- 
ness on Franklin avenue, between Twenty- 
second and Twenty-tourth streets, would call 
attention to the great amount of trouble that 
we have had with boys and rowdies who in- 
fest our street to the disadvantage of our 
trade and our great loss by their petty pilfer- 
ing; and we most earnestly advocate an in- 
crease of the police force.
